John Tapley, ex-postmaster' of Racine, 
died at the family residence No. 725 
Lake avenue, about noon on Sunday. In 
the death of Mrs. Tapley there passes 
away one of Racine's best known and 
most remarkable women. She was post- 
ed to a remarkable degree upon the cur- 
rent events of the times, knowing what 
was going on in all parts of the world, 
in a commercial,, political and social way. 
Her character as a kindhcarted Clvris- 
tian and charitable lady was known from 
one end of the city.-to the other and she 
will be greasy, missed from all walks of 
life.

Mrs. Tapley was born at 
AWiHgfc'-n, 


County Kent, England, March 27, 1810. 
In the year 1S43, in London, England, 
ebe was united in marriage to Mr. Tap- 
ley, her maiden name being Mins Char- 
lotte. Scott, daughter of Robert Scott, of 
Aldington, Kent County, England. In 
the year 185G she came to Racine with 
her husband and lias made this her"home 
ever since, identifying herself witb char 
itable and religious work. 


It was during,the year 1885 tii.it her 


husband, on account of ill-health' was 
obliged to resign an important position 
•with the J. I. Case T. M. company, and 
she accompanied him to England, where 
he died at his.old home. August 22, 1885. 
The following year Mrs. Tnpley returned 
to her home, but afterward visited the 
•rave of her husband. 


HER CHARITABLE WORK. 


Tlie character of Mrs. Tftpley for inter- 


est in all matter* pertaining to charity, 
and assistance of the needy,.,was well 
known. When Mrs. Emclino A. Taylor, 
widow of Isaac Taylor, died, she in pur. 
nuance with his wishes, provided for-the 
establishment of the beautiful,Taylor Or- 
phan asylum, located oil Asylum avenue. 


Mrs. Taplby was named in the will as 


one of five Indies to organize aud man- 
age, that institution, and she was one- ol 
the incorporators of the charity, its first 
and, except for two years. it« only pres- 
ident, and continued in that o.ffice from 
1873 to the day; of her death. Those 
ajid only those,: *ho ...Itave' labored, with 
her upon its board 'of,"directors,-cnnTful- 
ly embrace and;appreciate her! force o: 
character, the strength' and.'sincerity o1 


her convictions, and her untiring, en 
thusiastic devotion to its welfare. The 
same great qualities were manifested, o 
course, in th'c',;performance of all'her 
other tasks and'duties, whether.domes- 
tic, religious oivcharitable, butjtiie asy- 
lum arid its depenacnt chilttron, next to 
hcri-fiitnily, were always 'uppermost in 
her.'m«id, and the'-objectj^of^her unfail- 
ing solicitude an«l affection. To that 
clarity her loss is irreparable, forHt is 
linlikely that another am. be found to 
bring to its aid a like amount of time, 
energy,, thrift, practical, sagacity and 
;ood 
.judgment. Admonished

er equal to further service upon the. 
board of directors, she lately sought to 
resign her oflico, but her' resignation had 
not been acted upon and it will be a 
melancholy satisfaction to her fellow- 
members that she died in the position 
nho filled and adorned for so long a per- 
iod.

Oil the con- 
trary,1 (a) as the ruling ftilthoritles ol 
the ohutch they promulgate in the most 
solemn manner the doctrine of polyga- 
my, without reservation, (b), The pres- 
ident of the Mormon church and a ma- 
jority of the twelve apostles now prac- 
tice polygamy and polygamous cohabita- 
tion and,some of them have taken'.pbly- 
gambus "wives 'since' the 
manifesto" of 


1800. These things have been (Tone with 
the knowledge and countenance of Reed 
Smbot. Plural marriage ceremonies have 
been performed by Apostles since the 
manifesto of 1890 and inahy bishops and 
other high officials of the church have 
taken plnral wives since that time. AS 
of th® first presidency and the twelve 
apostles encourage, countenance, conceal 
and connive at polygamy and potygam 
ous cohabitation and honor and reward 
by high office tad distinguished prefer- 
ment those who'most persistently and 
defiantly violatt' the law of the land. 


4. Though pledged by the compact of 


statehood and.bound by the law of their 
commonwealth this supreme body, whose 
voice is law to its people and whose 
members were individually, directly re- 
sponsible for good fsitli to the American 
people permitted withoxlt protest or ob- 
jection their legislatures' to pass laws to 
nuKfy tlie 'statute against 
polygamous 


inhabitation, For these things Heed 
Smoot is responsible in law and in con- 
science, to this body and to the Ameri- 
cas people. 


PAST OFFENSE NO BAH. 


In reply Mr. Worthington said the 


statements .made by Mr. Taylor differ 
very materially from tlie charges made 
in the formal statement! and he asked 
time in which to mokes'* reply, wfcich Was 
granted.

Replying to questions from Senator 


McConuuj as to the charge that polyga- 
mous cohabitation was practiced by 
members of the Mormon church within 
th« knowledge of the •pasties, Mr. Van 
Cott said tbst it wan not true. He de- 
clared that S*nator Braoot did not know 
of such practice and that if be did he 
would give the information to the com- 
mittee. 


THOROUGH INVHSTIOATION. ' 


The public hearing continued about

They will waive all back, un- 
paid premiums; also the membership fee 
of SO cents of the guarantee payment. 
All the member need pay is about 50 
per cent of the guarantee payment and 
the regular premiums as they fall due, 
Tha first advance, for a member carry- 
ing $3,000, is payment of $43.30, and 
tney want a note for two years at 5 
per cent. In addition to this they want 
the 
member to .pay 93.86 
«. month. 


Some times the amount may be leas and 
some times more, but guarantee is giv- 
en that the mortuary cost does not ex- 
ceed $41.38 in any year. A cash sur- 
render is guaranteed after the policy 
has been in force ten years.

Alaska conies next with .$8,345,000, 
South Dakota next with $0,9G5.400, Mon- 
tana comes in fifth with a record of $4,- 
373,600, then sixth ranks Arizona with 
34,112,000. Utah takes seventh rank with 
$3,504,400, then Nevada eighth with $2,- 
395,300, the ninth In rank is Oregon with 
$1,816,700, tenth Idaho with $1,475,000. 
Contrary to the general idea, Wyoming 
is not particularly a mineral state hav- 
ing produced but $38,800 in gold and 
$2,650 in silver commercial value.

Ventilation—Middle aged anil all old 


persons and those with wcu.lt hearts inul 
impaired hints have often experienced a 
feeling of suffocation when there is too 
much water in the atmosphere-. Those 
who breathe it, are to n certain extent, 
deprived of their clue supply of oxygen. 
The air oE bedrooms is exceedingly lia- 
ble to be overohtirgcd with watery va- 
por, .the most obvious reason being that 
many bedroom* arc never \Viir-med with 
nres, und that their \vindo\vs are-often 
Ifcft open until dusk. and so*metimes even 
to the hours of j;oiug to bed. A delicate 
or an aged person leaves, say, at 11:30, 
a sitting room in which the- temperature 
WHS 68 degrees, and enters n-eolU, damp 
bedroom with a temperature 'of say 38_ 
degrees. 


The air in the.' sitting room was'dry, 


perhaps a little too dry. Tlie air in the 
bedroojii is loaded with cold, watery va- 
por. So soon as the person enters the 
bedroom he choke* and {jasps and coughs 
for half an hour nt least, and sometimes 
brings on such an attack of asthmit :or, 
as he calls it "stuffiness" of the chest, 
that he can Hardly breathe 'at all. He. 
may even lose his night's sleep, and be 
UHFor some days after such an exposure. 
Common sense says: "Make'an effort 
to'ffcring the atmosphere of the bedroom 
n«Bter in point .of drytiess and of warmth 
to the atmosphere of the sitting room, 
and. then the occupant will neither gasp 
nor choke-nor cough, but will go to sleep 
with ease and comfort." * 


Kerosene for the Hair.—A woman re- 


cently asserted .that the fine appearance 
of her hair was eiit':ely clue to a per- 
sistent and thorough treatment with 
the familiar kerosene of the corner gro- 
cery. It was applied regularly once a 
fortnight in the following way: A little 
was poured into a saucer and rubbed 
with the lingers into the roots of the 
hair. 
'.The application was slow and 


thorough, the gentle massage of the 
roots with the finger tips being needed 
to opon the-pores for the absorption of 
the oil. The treatment was usually made 
at night and the Imir afterward tied up 
in a silk handkerchief. 


The silk handkerchief is recommended 


by hairdressers as useful i a retaining 
the natural electricity of the hair. By 
noon of the following day the odor of 
the kerosene had disappeared, and in an- 
other twelve hours the oiliness that fol- 
lowed its use had also gone. The effect 
of tikis treatment on the hair was 
promptly noticeable, the falling out stop- 
ped, and some new short hairs were 
found all over the head. As tlie kero- 
sene application was continued the hair 
•became thick and smooth. When, after 
several months, it was finally discontin- 
ued, abundant glossy loeks replaced the 
dry and Insterless haw—the former con- 
<l!Man still existing, though no kerosene 
has been used for several years.—New 
York Post.

The best pos- 
sible (thing for a man to Ho when he feeis 
too weak to carry anything through is 
to go direct to bed, and to stop there as 
long as he can. Sleep is the only recup- 
erator <jt bruin power. During sleep the 
bruin is in a state of rest, in a, condition 
to receive and appropriate particles of 
nutriment from the blood, which take 
the plnce of those which have been con- 
sumed by previous labor, since every act 
of thinking bums up solid particles just 
as every turn of the wheel or screw of a 
steamer is the result of consumption by 
fire of fuel in the furnace. 'Stimulants 
wont feed a brain any more than spurs 
will put corn into a horse'* stomach.

fectly dry and clean. Never scrub floors 
that have been painted. An occasional 
coat of floor oil will keep them bright 
and fresh.

previously painted or one where old 
paint has worn off ohorild not be wash- 
ed and painted the same day, for the 
reason water will soak into the exposed 
wood and will be damp under the sur- 
face and naint will .not dry on it.

Glaes.—When moving into a newly fin- 
ished house it may be noticed that the 
windows have, each of them, a round dab 
of paint or mortar upon tlie" panes.. This, 
to the builders lius some inner signifi- 
cance, but it is n very tiresome disfigure- 
ment that the incoming tenant has some 
difficulty in removing.

kinds may be tuaiivtfactured at home a. 
very little expense. Cut pasteboard into 
any desired size and shape;, cover with 
gray canvass; violets,- anemoni«s or any 
chosen small blossoms may

painted upon the surface, or they raay be 
worked upon tlie canvas previous to its 
being stretched upon the frame. Another 
inexpensive frame may ibc made by hav 
ing a carpenter make a frame of plain 
pine; coyer this with a coat of varnish 
and while the varnish is still wet sprin 
kle it lavishly with either sand, oatmeal 
or rice. AVhen thoroughly dry cover the 
whole surface with gold or silver paint 
using two coats if necessary. Cuts may 
be mounted upon .thick felt paper, &n( 
may cover two large slieets of paste 
fcotu'd, in the manner described above for 
frames, tying the two sheets togcthei 
with satin ribbon. 


To Improve Oilcloth.—When oilcloth 


is losing its shiny surface it can be made 
to last longer and to look quite new 
once more by varnishing it over with 
glue. Wash the oilcloth thoroughly and 
let it dry. Then at night, when the traf- 
fic of the day is over, go over it with a 
piece of. flannel, dipped .in glue water 
Choose a dry day for it and in the morn- 
ing the glue will be quite hard and the 
floorcloth new looking. The glue water 
must be prepared sometime before it is 
needed by putting a small quantity of 
glue in a pint or so of water-and letting 
it stand on the stove till dissolved. 


Be 'Careful With Glass.—Glass of the 


finest bind, including plate for windows 
as well as that used for tableware, tire 
comparatively soft and ennily scratched 
and French mirrors and otlier highly pol- 
ished surfaces are often irreparably dim- 
med by the use of harsh clotus, cleaning 
powders, etc. Even common soap is apt 
to impair the finish of very fine glass and 
potash and soda are simply destruction. 
Soft fine cloths and no-thing but alcohol, 
lemon juice or acetic acid should be used. 
Even prepared chalk is dangerous, unless 
every lump has been carefully eliminat- 
ed. 


To Preserve Cut Flowers.—To preserve 


cut flowers they should he taken out of 
the vases every day and a tiny-piece, cut 
off the end of each with a sharp knife— 
not with scissors, as the object is to 
keep the pores of the stems open, and 
this can be done only with a very sharp 
instrument. The vase should be kept 
perfectly clean. A small piece of char- 
coal placed in the bottom of the vase 
will help keep the blossoms fresh 
for 


many days. The water must be changed 
every day if the vase be of clear glass. 
A pinch, of borax may take the place of 
the charcoal. 


FOR THE HOUSEHOLD. 


To remove hard putty pass a hot iron 


over it ,when it will atr once become 
soft. 


To remtfje ink stains on boards apply 


spirits of saflts with a pfece of cloth. 
Afterward wash well with water. 


Alcohol will generally remove paint 


stains from cloth or silk. The stains 
should be sponged off with ammonia af- 
terward. 


To take off paint .or tar on'the hands 


first rub the spots well with lard or but- 
ter, then wnsh the hands with soap and 
hot water. 


To remove ink stains on mahogany 


dip a cork in a little oxalic acid and wa- 
tod and with it rub the stains. When 
these have disappeared, wash with pure 
water and polish as usual. 


When papering a small room remember 


that large patterns and dark colors will 
make it appear smaller, while a plain 
or striped paper if n light hue will give 
an impression of increased size and airi- 
ness. 


A kitchen table covered witli zinc is a 


great labor saver. It ia easily cleaned 
and is not injured by cutting meat or 
vegetables, but it will last a lifetime, 
and considering .the labor it saves, the 
cost is an insignificant matter. 


Small brushes are useful in cleaning 


potatoes and other vegetables before 
paring them. Tooth brushes that have 
been discarded for toilet-purposes may 
be used for cleaning lamp burners, sil- 
verware or anything of the kind. 


Coffee grounds are good fqr plants. 


Save them for your window boxes and 
pot flowers, and either mix them with 
the earth or lay them- on the surface. 
They will prevent the soil drying so rap* 
idly after watering -as it would do with- 
out.them. 


To prevent the blue in clothes forming 


patches, make it quart or -two of water 
a deep blue aud add this to the bluing 
water till you have the required tint.

CAUSED DEATH 


touis F. Klein, Aged 42, Passes 


Away, Operation; Failingto 


Save His Lite. < • 


SEVERAL ATTACKS HAD 


PEECEDED FINAL ONE 


Born and Educated in Baoine, He Be- 


came on Attaining Majority, One 


of Prominent Business Men 


of City. 


Louis F. Klein, one of the-best known 


youjig men of the city, sucenrabed to 
appendicitis alter passing through an 
operation, at St. Luke's hospital, at 
twenty minutes past two o'clock this 
morning. His demise caused profound 
expressions of sorrow and deepest sym- 
pathy for the surviving members of his 
family. 


Mr. Klein had been ailing for several 


days prior to the sickness that caused 
his death. He complained o'f pains in 
his right site, but believed the trouWe 
was only a cold. He was advised to 
consult a physician and called upon Dr. 
A. L. Buchan, who made an examination 
and informed his patient; that he was 
suffering with appendicitis. Mr. Klein 
went to his home on Tenth street and 
thought with careful nursing the trou- 
ble would puss over without submitting 
to an operation. Up to Wednesday 
night his temperature was normal, but 
n the evening he displayed "signs of a 
fever, when the doctor advised him to 
tmvc an immediate operation, to which 
he consented. 


Dr. Buchan wired Dr. Levings, of SD1- 


waukee, of Mr. Klein's condition and 
summoned him to use the knife. Mean- 
while, Sir. Klein was taken to the hos- 
pital. At seven o'clock Thursday morn- 
ng the two doctors operated. When 
;he Burgeons opened the abdomen they 
found quantities of pua and a gaagren- 
oua condition of the appendix that 
meant 
imminent danger and a bare 


chance for Mr. Klein's reoovary. 


RALLIED PROM OPERATION, 


Mr. Klein. seemed to rally from the 


operation and anesthetics well. Reports 
received from th* hospital during the 
day were to the 4Sec* tho,t the patient 
wac "doing at well as could be expect 
ed." Friday morning, 'the head nurse 
at til* institution informed the Journal 
jiat he wai proffreeeing satisfactorily, 
n] though the crin* had not passed. At 
noon yesterday his condition "'changed 
or the worse. Hie heart 
displayed 


weakness. Tho report was given out 
ast evening tiiat the patient was fink- 


End the doctors had found it neces- 


sary to inject salt and powerful ttiBui- 
nnts. His condition was very grave. It 
waa realiced that the end wa* very near. 
n spite of the best medical relief and 
nursing the patient only lingered along 
until after midnight when the end-came. 


Dr. Buchan stated this morning that 


he lost hi* Ufa from recurring. appendi- 
itig, he having had several previous at- 
acks. 


KACINE, NATIVE CITY. 


Mr. Klein's demise has created a great 


sorrow among Ma large circle of rela- 
ives and friends. He was born, reared 
nd educated in Racine,". and was the 
mly son of the late L. C. Klein. Had 
>e lived until Wednesday, January 20th 
e would have reached his forty-second 
irthday anniversary. Mr. Klein at- 
ended thie ward and Bttfh schools and 
Iso the MoMyon's academy. 
After 


orupletlug. his edmeatfcm he was a*»o- 
iated with; David Janes in th* incur' 
nee business ten a numW of rears and 
eaaine a member of the firm then 
nown as "Jfanei & Klein." iAfter ser- 
ving his connection..-with' Mr. Janes he 
assumed the manngemimt of tht-FeHows 


disposed of and was compelled to as- 
sume control of a livery business for 
financial reasons, whioh he conducted 
for a time. He afterwards went into 
the veal estate business, and at the time 
of his death was the senior member of 
the firm of Klein & Blish, real estate 
dealers, with office* on Main street.

There was not a better known nor 


more favorably thought of young man 
in the city that Mr. Klein. He was 
kind, courteous and always had a pleas- 
ant word fpr everybody. About seven 
years ago deceased married Miss Alma 
Asby, one of the estimable young ladies 
of the city, a daughter of John A»by, 
who for many years, conducted the Asby 
house on College avenue. One child was 
born to them. Besideaxthe widowed 
wife aud daughter, he is survived by a 
mother and one sister, Mrs. T. K. Birk- 
hauser, wife of Major Birkhauser. De- 
ceased was a member of the Benevolent 
and Protective Order of Elks and of the 
Royal Arcanum. He left considerable 
property. 


The funeral will take place from the 


house Monday afternoon at 2 o'clock. 


KavejMUKh. 


. Michael Kavenaugh, one of the oldest 
and most remarkable Irish residents of 
Bacine, died at the St. Mary's hospital 
last night, aged 99 years and 6 months.
